their  armi.  s  to  victory  &ver  a  foe  with 
w  lo on  they  really  have  no  quarrel. 

But  when  the  residents  of  every  vil- 
foe,-.  and  town,  and  city  throughout  a 
hr  -id  ilomain  that  spreads  away,  fair 
itn  l  far  an^l  free,  from  the  turbulent 
Atlantic  to  the  peaceful  Pacific;  from 
the  piney-  shores  of  the  limpid  tribu 
tarii s  ■  <f  thundering  Niagara  to  the 
palmv  U  aahes  of  sunny  Mexican  Gulf. 

When,  sir,  in  every  part  of  such  an 
imtMciise  territory',  the  best  of  the  pop- 
ulati*  iir  >»f  every  diversity  of  opinion 
i  i  I  man  matters — assemble  almost 
I  spaitaiieously  in  the  “groves  which 
w.  iv  (i  d  s  first  temple,”  or  in  church¬ 
es  dedicated  to  His  worship,  to  de- 
vniitlv  celebrate  and  proudly  commem 
late  the  anniversary  of  the  day  upon 
which  their  sturdy  ancestors,  through 
uu  n  of* their  own  choice,  boldly  put 
.1  wli  ui  writing  and  resolutely  signed, 
with  their  names,  a  public  declaration, 
ar  the  face  of  the  mightiest  power  on 
« .nth,  ju  language  at  ouce  sedate  and 
-lining,  asserting  the  freedom  and 

•  quality  .  f  men,  the  liberty  and  inde- 

ndence  of  States,  their  own  firm  re¬ 
liance  iq  mu  1  >ivine  Providence,  and  all 
fh  .»s«-  other  sublihie  statements  that 
have  l*een  so  well  read  in  our  hearing 
to-day:  Ah,  then.  Mister  Chairman, 
in  such  authorings;  in  meetings  like 
th*  jumpiest  mind  can  certainly 
iix-ern  a  nation,  whose  chief  charac¬ 
teristics  are  religion,  courage,  patriot¬ 
ism,  veneration  for  the  heroes  and  the 
history  of  the  past,  vigilance  for  the 
problems  and  jierplexities  of  the  pres- 

•  -  t.  and  solicitude  for  the  dangers  and 
developments  of  the  future,  all  founded 
q  u  that  steadfast  devotion  to  duty 
which  i«  the  great  predominating  trait 
J  ur  national  character.  All  these 

i  ilitics  joined  in  unison,  like 

rhy  various  splendid  shoots  grown 
up  in  our  noble  national  trunk,  whose 
any  grafts  of  choice  imported  stock 
h  nd  together  witlr  the  native  growth 
t*  ■  make  a  thrifty,  a  vigorous  and  a 
U  aiitiful  tree  of  Apierican  liberty,  the 
lik*  of  wliich  can  be  fouml  in  no  other 
'innate.  And  well,-  indeed,  does  it 
lnp.rt  with  the  motto  of  our  Union, 

K  Pluribitft  Unum. 

In  looking  nt  our  national  character 
m  the  light  thrown  upon  it  by  our  na¬ 
tional  holidays — some  of  them  are  holy 
-lavs  and  holidays  combined — let  us 
examine  a  little  of  those  beacons  upon 
the  track  of  time,  and  consider  their 
general  hearing  an<l  effect.  ' 

Consider  first,  that  one  of  the  six, 
whjcli  is  known  as  Thanksgiving  Day.

other  things  national  which  before 
were  merely  federal. 

The  Godly  men  ami  women  whose 
preci<yfc  heritage  included  the  faith, 
the  practice  amt  tbo  tradition*  of  the 
IVesbyterians  of  Ulster,  the  adherents 
of  the  solemn  league  and  covenant  in 
Scotland,  ami  tlie  mighty  men  of  valor 
of  Cromwell’s  army ;  would  sternly 
rejireheml  the  jocund  gavety  of  those 
who  heartily  joined  in  the  kimlly  Cus 
toms  that  weut  to  make  a  joyous  Yule 
tide,  a  jolly  Christmas  Eve  and  a 
merry  Christmas  Day.  From  genera¬ 
tion  to  generation  of  English  speaking 
people,  mirth  ami  pleasantry,  charity 
and  loving  kindness,  worship  ami 
praise  have  been  united  iu  the  keeping 
of  this  festival;  so  ]>eculiar  to  the  fol¬ 
lowers  of  the  meek  ami  lowly  Person 
who  hel|>ed  to  entertain  the  guests 
and  to  increase  the  enjoyment  of  the 
party  at  the  marriago  feast  in  Cana 
of  Galilee ;  and  whose  charity  extended 
through  the  portals  of  the  tomb  when 
he  cried  with  a  loud  voice  “Lazarus, 
come  forth” — whose  practical  religiou 
led  him  to  eat  and  drink  with  publi¬ 
cans  and  sinners.  • 

Beside  the  English  source  from 
whence  we  derive  so  much  of  our 
Christmus  customs,  we  have  also  re¬ 
ceived  a  good  deal  from  the  Dutch 
and  German  settlers  in  this  country. 
Who  would  forego  the  delightful  ex¬ 
cursions  and  incursions  of  Santa  Claus, 
who  coines  down  the  chimney  on 
Christmas  Eve  to  fill  the  stockings 
hung  up  to  wait  his  coming?  How 
strange  it  is  that  those  who  need  the 
most  things  have  the  smallest  stock¬ 
ings,  While  the  big  sister  who  has  a 
beau  to  buy  things  for  her,  always  has 
the  longest  stockings  in  the  row. 
Such  are  the  inequalities  of  life. — Nor 
shoulil  the  fragi-ant  Christmas  tree,  all 
sparkling  with  lighted  tapers  and 
shining  tinsel  and  surprising  gifts,  be 
forgotten.  Truly,  my  friends,  those 
two  Holidays  alone  and  the  manner  in 
which  we  observe  them,  would  satisfy 
a  visitor  from  some  other  planet,  that 
here  he  had  found  the  great  nation  of 
this  world. 

Next  we  come  to  New  Year's  t)ay, 
when  old  friendships  are  revived  and 
new  resolutions  are  made ;  it  is  sail  to 
think  how  many  of  the  old  friendships 
immediately  relapse  into  slumber;  now 
few  of  the  new  resolutions  remain  un¬ 
broken  for  a  mouth. 

The  emigrants  from  the  low-  coun 
tries  who  settled  at  New  Amsterdam 
and  its  vicinity  are  generally  believed 
to  have  originated  the  practice  of  mak 
ing  New  Year's  calls ;  as  the  observance 
of  the  virtues  of  hospitality  has  ever 
l»een  a  leading  trait  of  b  ait  of  that 
element  of  our  population  whose  an¬ 
cestors.  came  hither  from  Hollaud.  As 
for  the  origin  of  the  custom,  or  rather 
habit,  of  making  new  resolutions,  I 
suppose  that  when  Adam  and  Eve 
were  evicted  from  the  Garden  of  Eden 
for  breaking  the  covenants  in  the  lease 
by  which  they  held  possession  they 
unanimously  resol  veil  that  they  would 
never  do  so  again. 

In  telling  the  beads  upon  our  string 
of  holidays  we  come  next  to  Washing¬ 
ton’s  Birthday.  If  ever  there  was  a 
represen  tab  ve  American,  it  was  he. 
With  what  versatility  and  capability 
he  was  by  turns  successful  as  a  fanner, 
a  surveyor,  a  soldier,  a  general  and  a 
statesman.  I  am  one  of  those  who 
finnly  believe  that  there  is  a  Divine 
Providence  which  in  an  especial  man¬ 
ner  w  atches  over  the  destiny  of  this 
Republic,  and  will  never  allow  our  ex¬ 
periment  to  fail.  Therefore  it  is  that 
when  the  existency  requires  a  George 
Washington  or  an  Abraham  Lincoln, 
the  man  is  forthcoming.  A  careful 
reading  of  Washington’s  farewell  ad¬ 
dress,  impress^  the  reatler  with  the 
idea  that  he.  almost  had  the  gift  of 
prophecy,  and  at  this  moment,  some 
parts  of  that  remarkable  document 
seem  to  apply  to  the  state  of  affairs 
now  existing,  with  more  force  ami 
j>ertinence  than  at  any  previous  time. 
The  limits  of  this  speech  will  not  per¬ 
mit  me  to  do  more  than  refer  to  that 
address.

If  Washington  could  himself  pre¬ 
scribe  the  manner  in  which  his  birth- 
dav  should  be  celebrated,  it  is  not  quite 
probable  that  he  would  provide  for  a 
military  parade  in  the  morning,  a 
shooting  match  in  the  afternoon,  and 
literary  or  social  entertainment  in 
the  evening. 

From  our  making  holidays  of  the 
first  of  January  and  the  twenty  second 
of  February,  and  the  way  we-  keep 
them,  the  ol«erver  could  draw  deduc 
bon  as  to  our  national  characteristics, 
quite  complimentary  to  us,  and  refer¬ 
ring  to  quite  another  side  of  the  our 
structure  as  a  people. 

Decorabon  Day,  or  more  properly 
speaking  Memorial  Day,  and  Indepen¬ 
dence  Day,  fitly  complete  the  list  of 
our  national  holidays,  they  being  more 
entirely  American  than  the  others. 
Both  are  intensely  patriotic  occasions, 
having  their  foundabon  in  fierce  and 
'heving  struggles  for  the  life  of  the 
nation,  the  to  establish  its  auton¬ 
omy  in  spite  of  foreign  foes,  the  other 

to  preserve  it  in  defiance  of  domestic 


enemies.  . 

Those  of  us  whose  privilege  it  was 

to  serve  in  the  army  or  Davy  o 
Union  during  the  war  for  the  8UPPr*^ 
gioo-of  the  Rebellion,  an  well  ae  those 
who  gave  their  hearty  support  to  the 
cause  of  the  nation,  although  not  par. 
ticipating  directly  in  that  tremendous 


conflict,  know  well  the  fearful  pnoe  we 
paid  for  maintenance  of  liberty  and 
the  Union  and  the  American  flag;  ami 
deeply  do  we  appreciate  all  that  thu 
affecting  and  affectionate  memorial 
holiday  means.  Nowhere  in  history 
is  there  a  figure  more  admirable  than 
that  of  the  Union  volunteer,  who,  from 
notions  <>f  pure  patriotism,  for  scanty 
pay;  without  hope  of  promotion,  or 
opportunity  for  fame,  enlisted  and 
served  under  commanders  who  were 
known  to  be,  for  the  roost  jxirt,  incom 
petent  or  reckletw,  or  both :  ret,  though 
meeting  many  rebuffs,  stuhlmrnly 
hammered  away  under  every  kind  of 
discouragement,  until  final  victory  was 
secured  and  the  Union  saved,  ami  then 
returning  to  his  usual  vocation,  he 
continued  thenceforward  as  he  hail 
been  theretofore,  a  quiet  and  orderly 
citizen,  of  a  disposition  which  made 
him  retiring  rather  than  conspicuous. 

It  is  well  then  for  the  orators  to  dis¬ 
course  and  the  veteran*  to  turu  out  on 


the  thirtieth  of  May,  and  for  the  y<  >ungy  ^vbu  welcomed  him  home,  and  to  them 


men  to  march  with  tln-  i,  and  to  dec¬ 
orate  with  flowers  aud  colors  the  graves 
of  the  old  defenders.  Particularly 
commendable  is  the  custom  of  plant¬ 
ing  a  small  American  flag  upon  each 
soldier's  or  sailor's  grave,  in  its  turn 
to  stand  guard  over  them  iu  sunshine 
anil  shallow,  in  light  and  darkness,  in 
storms  and  silence,  till  the  rains  of 
Summer  have  bleached  it,  and  the 
snows  of  Winter  have  whitened  it,  the 
frayed  ends  and  torn  Ixxlv  are  all 
blown  away  into  the  etheriul  realms 
that  lie  beyond  our  mortal  ken,  where 
the  starry  blue  of  -Heavefi  forms  the 
landscape,  and  the  light  is  that  of  the 
sun  of  the  morning.  When  men  heard 
the  uxultant  scream  of  the  eagle  that 
wheeled  upon  the  dark  edge  of  the 
thunder  cloud  that  hid  the  rugged 
brow  of  Lookout  Mountain;  ami  when 
the  tempest  tore  the  clouds  away  and 
disclosed  that  beautiful  banner  float 
ing  from  the  highest  pinnacle  of  the 
stronghold,  like  a  bow  of  promise  in 
the  sky;  what  a  mighty  shout  rose 
from  the  watchers  in  the  valley  !  how- 
their  hearts  leaped  within  them,  and 
their  spirits  rose  ready  to  carry  that 
dea^old  flag  up  and  up  aud  up  to 
l&1  glory- !  or  to  any  place  if  di- 

Do  you  think  that  when  die  dying 
soldier  lav  on  the  deck  of  the  Hartford 
in  Mobile  Bay,  and  his  glazing  eye 
wandered  through  the  smoke  and 
splinters  of  battle,  till  it  rested  on  the 
stars  aud  stripes  fluttering  gaily  in 
between  him  and  Heaven,  that  his 
immortal  part  reported  beyond  the 
starry  firmament  with  a  happy  smile 
upon  his  spiritual  countenance? 

Many  flags  have  been  arrayed 
against  that  standard  iu  the  brief  his¬ 
tory  of  the  nation,  but  every  one  has 
gone  down  before  the  forces  of  the 
United  States;  and  none  were  upheld 
with  more  desperation  or  put  down 
with  more  valor  than  the  last.  And 
shall  any  of  those  flags  be  returned  to 
those  from  whom  they  were  taken? 

And  now  we  come  to  the  last  and, 
the  greatest  and  the  best  of  all  our 
holidays,  the  Fourth  of  July. 

When  the  Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence  was  signed,  Great  Britain  was  by 
far  the  strongest  naval  power  in  the 
world,  and  was  a  great  military  jxnver 
as  well.  These  colonies  were  scatter¬ 
ed  along  a  thousand  miles  of  seacoast, 
hemmed  in  by  a  parallel  range  of 
mountains  which  were  held  by  savage , 
and  relentless  heathens :  across  this 
long  and  narrow  strip  of  laud  numer¬ 
ous  seas,  gulfs,  sounds  bays  and  rivers, 
set  in  from  the  ocean,  rendering  the 
whole  territory  open  to  incursions  by 
the  vessels  of  the  enemy.  Besides 
this  the  few  wealthy  towns  they  had 
were  all  situated  upon  flue  harbors, 
very  near  the  sea.  The  total  popula¬ 
tion  was  small,  sparse  and  ]>ooj;,  of  dif¬ 
ferent  ancestry,  races,  nationalities, 
religions,  traditions  and  languages, 
with  scarcely  any  newspapers,  with  no 
post  offices,  telegraphs,  railroads  or 
steamboats,  having  very-  few  roads  and 
little  cross  country  communication,  the 
waterways  being  the  only  highways. 
They  had  no  army  nor  any  navy,  no 
money,  no  credit,  and  no  general  gov¬ 
ernment.  But  they  were  animated  by 
the  unconquerable  spirit  of  freedom, 
and  after  a  doubtful  struggle  of  seven 
years’  duration  they  gained  their  in¬ 
dependence.  And  so  it  is  right  and 
proper  to  make  a  great  racket  on  this 
day,  and  to  have  bell  ringing  and  can¬ 
on  firing,  parades  and  orations,  pic¬ 
nics  and  festivals,  music  and  tire-, 
works,  not  only  to  stimulate  and  keep 
alive  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  but  to 
warn  all  unwelcome  intruders,  in  a 
language  that  such  vipers  can  clearly 
understand,  that  the  stars  and  stripes 
are  good  enough  for  us ;  aud  if  the 
red  flag  of  anarchy  shall  ever  be  raised 
against  the  star  spangled  banner,  it 
will  go  eternally  down  to  perdition  a 
bloodier  hue  than  it  has  ever  yet  had, 
and  with  a  destruction  so  thorough 
that  no  one  would  ever  thereafter  at 
tempt  to  resurrect  it  or  to  return  it. 

The  final  close  of  the  battle  of  Get- 
tysburgh  by  the  flight  of  the  rebel 
army  ;  the  surrender  of  Yicksburgh  to 
the  forces  of  the  United  States,  on 
the  fourth  of  July,  1863,  the  surren¬ 
der  of  Port  Hudson  on  the  eighth  of 
of  that  month,  and  the  popular  rejoic 
ing  in  other  parts  of  the  country  while 
the  rioters  in  the  City  of  New  York 
were  in  tumultuous  rebellion  against 
the  authority  of  the  Union,  form  a 
dramatic  series  of  concurrent  events 
which  are  not  likely  ever  to  be  forgot¬ 
ten.  The  heroes  who  won  the  victor¬ 
ies  at  Gettysburgh,  Vicksburgh,  Port 
Hudson  and  New  York,  were  those 
whom  Mr.  Lincoln  called  “  the  plain 
people,”  that  is  the  fanners  and  me¬ 
chanics,  the  clerks  and  workingmen, 
who  well  knew  that  everything  they 
had  or  hoped  for,  in  this  world,  was 
bound  up  in  the  same  ties  that  held 
the  Union  together ;  and  they  fought 
for  it  accordingly.  Let  us  see  to  it, 
as  far  as  our  influence  goes,  that  the 

laws  shall  be  framed,  interpreted  and 

executed  so  honestly  and  so  well  that 
“  the  plain  people  ”  may  never  have  a 
real  grievance  long  undressed  ;  and  in 
their  willing  and  efficient  hands  we 
will  always  have  a  sure  reliauce  against 
any  menace  or  assault  upojp  our  flag, 
our  country  or  our  institutions. 

The  proud  possessors  of  such  a  heri- 


ta*»e  of  holidays,  too  are  more  capable 
than  I  to  draw  your  own  inferences  a* 
to  what  sort  of  a  people  you  are.  How 
ever  I  cannot  help  but  aay  that  the 
key  to  it  all  is  love — Ipve  of  borne,  love 
of  cuuntrv,  love  of  fellow- bemg,  love  of 
God. 

In  the  years  of  my  pilgrimage  this 
country  has  grown  and  prospered  a* 
far  beyond  anyone’s  antiicipationa,  in 
literature,  learning,  art,  science,  inveu 
lion,  material  pn  apenty,  population, 
territory,  resources  that  I  will  not  at 
♦erupt  pn>phecy  about  the  United 
States,  iwcause  in  ten  years  or  so  from 
mrw  borne  curious  jiersou  might  dig 
ij/>  an  account  of  this  celebration,  and 
ilor  my  children  would  be  laughed  at 
l*\ause  I  Dow  express  so  small  and 
mtarhan  estimate  of  the  future  of  the 
Union. 

When  General  Grant  returned,  by 
way  of  the  Golden  Gate,  .from  his  in¬ 
teresting  trip  around  the  world,  he 
w  as  met  by  a  delegation  of  veterarib 
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he  made  a  little  address  in  which  he 
express**  1  his  conviction  of  the  superi 
ority  of  this  country  over  every  other, 
a  conviction  which  was  intensified  by 
his  observations  of  the  condition  of 
the  people  elsewhere.  The  some  idea 
has  often  l*een  expressed  by  intelli 
gent  travelers,  ami  you  can  easily  find 
a  proof  of  its  truth  by  making  a  visit 
to  Castle  Garden,  and  by  looking  at 
the  people  you  see  there,  particularly 
the  females  from  Italy.
